The choice between prohibition and li- 
cense is, to the people of Canada. a chuice 
between paying annually in hard cash 
over $39,000,000 or Only paying a moder- 
ate tax-rate upon property of that value, 
and keeping the property still in pos- 
session, earning probably four times the 
amount paid in taxes. 

A earetul examination has been made 
of the accounts of many municipalities, 
and almost invariably the following has 
been found to be the actual state of af- 
fairs: Ifthe local pauper and police ex- 
penses be added to the municipality's 
proportion ot county criminal and indi- 
gent expen-+es, the sum will be more than 
double the revenue received by the mun- 
icipality from the liquor licen-es issued.
